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Taxpayers’ Bodies 


More Needed Now 


“Strong taxpayers’ associations 
will be needed more in New Eng- 
land cities and towns in the latter 
part of 1983 and in 1934 than 
ever before,” according to John 
F. Tinsley of Worcester, chairman 
of the community development 
committee of the New England 
council. In a letter sent to the ex- 
ecutive officers of every taxpay: 
ers’ organization in New England 
and made public at council head- 
quarters. Tinsley submitted a sug- 
gested program of activities for 
auch organizations during the com- 
ing fall and winter. 

“There is a growing tendency 
today for communities to forget 
the years of 1980, 1931 and 1982, 
and to think that the improvement 
in business conditions decrease the 
need for taxpayers’ organiza- 
tions,” Tinsley’s letter points out. 
“Pressure is being brought to 
bear on every unit of government 
to increase expenditurees at the 
present time. If such measures 
are put through unwisely, the 
credit of many of our commun- 
ities will be seriously impaired 
and the work that has been done 
by taxpayers’ organizations during 


the past two and a half years will | M 


be lost.” 

The savings of approximately 
$135,000,000 which ve been 
made in public expenditures in 
New England since 1931 have 
been largely the result of organ- 
ized activity for tax reduction, 
Tinsley stated. “It is now up to 
taxpayers’ organizations to con- 
stitute themselves as vigorous, en- 
ergetic groups to maintain this 
reduction and to continue efforts 
toward more efficient .and more 
economical government.” 

The program of work outlined 
by the community development 
committee of the New England 
council and recommended to every 
taxpayers’ organization ‘{n New 
England includes research studies 
by experts of the operations of 
municipal governments and their 
various departments, watchfulness 
to prevent unwarranted borrow- 
ing for public works under the 
NRA, ‘and. “immediate and careful 


stady of school costs with the idea 
of in 


creasing the efficiency of 
school operation’ so that the in- 
creased enrollment in high schools 
as a result of the NRA will not 
increase school expenditures.” 
~The Northfield Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation will soon call its first meet- 
ing at Town Hall and it is hoped 
the citizens and. voters of the 
town will take a:real interest in 
its affairs and discussions.
